News Report 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON—A. new deal 
emerged last week for some 250 
settlers in the Wanham © land 


clearing project area of northern ; 
| Alberta. 


After an investigation of con- 
ditions by a four-member com- 
mittee, the government adopted 
a program of aid for the area, 
where homesteaders face their 
second crop failure in as many 
years. 

Under the new program, there 
will be a “careful land use clas- 
sification and value appraisal” 
of each farm in the area, which 
is expected to result in a.lower 
end price for the settler to pay 
to the government under -the 
existing crop-share plan. 

In addition, settlers will be 
given the option of selling out to 
the government, and ‘will be re- 
imbursed to some extent for fix- 
ed improvements. There also will 
be a ‘resettlement allowance” 
which will amount to a maxi- 
mum of $500 for each family 
which decides to sell out. 

In cases where a settler on 
sub-marginal land has perform- 
ed sufficient residence and culti- 
vation duties to obtain title but 
is prevented from doing to by 
crop ‘share debts, the govern- 
ment can grant full title to the 
land. However, there will be a 
charge against the title equal to 
the amount of indebtedness. 

Where farm property is classi- 
fied as unsuitable for farming in 
the new appraisal, the land will 
be considered for establishment 
of community, pastures as a 
means of stabilizing the econo- 
my. ok 
In addition to these measures, 


the welfare department will | 


conduct a survey to determine 
direct relief needs this winter, 
and a special district agricultur- 
ist will be appointed to help 
overcome farming problems in 
the area. 

.The Wanham pdoject has been 
a problem to the government 
ever since it was started 13 years 
ago as a veterans’ settlement 
program, and in the new policy 
the government is more or less 
admitting that previous policies 
have left something to be desir- 
ed.

was a mistake. In the first place, 
the land is tough to farm, and 
for 13 years the project has been 
plagued by bad weather. 


To compound the problem, 
many settlers have been em- 
ploying unwise farming practic- 
es, and the result has been a 
succession of bad crop years in 
the area. 

It’s difficult to place blame, 
because all parties in the Legis- 
lature were represented on the 
committee which studied 
matter before it was started, and 
at the time it seemed like a good 
idea. 

But some highly placed civil 
servants who have come in di- 
|rect contact with the project 
|have been unhappy in_ recent 
years over the policy under 
which the project was adminis- 
tered. From what we hear, the 
new deal is approximately what 
\they’ve been fighting’to get for 
several years.

FIRE PRVENTION WEEK 
OCTOBER 5 - 11‘ 

Attention is being called 
throughout Canada to the great 
loss caused by fires each year. 

The 1957 Annual Report of the 
Alberta Fire Commissioner re- 
veals that of a total of 2,980 
fires reported in Alberta in 
‘1957, a total of 991, roughly one- 
third of all the reported fires, 
were caused by smokers’ care- 
lessness. The property loss from 
this cause was $125,101.00. 

The next known largest cause 
was electricity—360 fires and 
damage of $495,010 were report- 
ed to have been caused by elec- 
tricity. This figure of $495,910 
represents the largest 
known property loss for 1957. 
The total fire loss for the prov- 
‘ince amounted to $6,532,451.00, 
or a per capital loss of $5.68.

GOVERNMENT TO 
HOLD LOTTERY 


The first government-spon- 
sored lottery in the province’s 
history is slated for late this

There will be 2,500 winners, 
and each will receive a special 
licence to hunt antelope in south- 
eastern Alberta between Nov. 1 
and Nov. 8. 

The lottery is necessary be- 
cause applications for antelope 
licences exceed the number of 
permits: to be issued. Last year 
the licences were issued on a 
first come first served basis. 

Game biologists decided on 
the basis of scientific studies that 
2,500 licences this year would 
provide the limit of hunting 
pressure on the southern ante- 
lope herd. 

Last week, the game, branch 
had received only around -1,300 
application for licences, and it 
appeared a lottery would not be 
necessary.
